WHY FARMERS FATTEN 
PIGS IN SUMMER 


vr 


The announcement that in future the Pigs 
Marketing Board will fix a higher price for 
pigs in the carly part of the year than fixed 
for the later part will not come as a surprise. 
We all know that late in the year the market 
is overloaded with pigs, and why this is so 
is worth examining 

It is also worth considering, say the Free 
State Farmer, whether we cannot produce 


market. 

Like most of our troubles, the production 
of autumn bacon was mainly due to our 
ceasing to till, and the undue value we se 
upon the cattle trade. Thus a great many 
people could only find house room to fatten 
pigs when the cattle were put out to grass 
in May, and had only milk to supplement the 
grain ration when the milk flow from the 
cows on grass was heavy We never get 
accustomed to feeding pigs on an all-meai 
ration, or even a meal ane milk ration, so 
that we waited until there was some potatoes 
and cabbage and corn offal to use for a 
fattening ration, with, of course, the addition 
of milk as a source of animal protein. 

HOUSING SHORTAGE. 

A great deal of the trouble was the housing 
shortage. A February litter took up little 
space until May, when housing space was 
plentiful, and irom. the first’ they were 
assured of light, green stuff, and animal 
proteins which are necessary for growth. 

An October litter, on the other hand, was 
facmg the dark weather when growth is 
slow, a period when every inch of house 
room is needed, a scarcity of milk and green 
stuff, and a period when cooking for pigs, 
and feeding pigs is done under the most 
uncomfortable conditions. Few farmers had, 
ch have, adequate storage facilities or 
adequate cash or credit, and a few bags of 
meal that were bought from time to time 
had a way of disappearing quicker than we 
expected, with more journeys to the market 
and more expense. In other words, every 
ounce of feed Sie pigs got Lad to be purchased, 
and at least three middlemen’s profits paid. 
We had no feeding stuffs of our own because 
we did not grow it, or grew only enough 
oats for the horses and barley for the malster. 
We had no wheat to grind to give us meal, 
and pollard and bran, and no oats or barley 
to crush or grind either, and, indeed, barn 
machinery of every kind was disappearing, 
and the barn usually housed the motor car. 

Few farmers bought fish or meat meal to 
balance the meal ration, and as all the cows, 
except one or two were allowed to go dry 
in winter, our winter pigs did not thrive very 
well, | 

Now, what can we do about it? 

CHANGING OVER. 

A man who has to buy food for pigs is 
not a farmer and can only make money as 
a specialist, so we must get back to winter 
fattening on the basis of having our own 
feeding stuffs. 

We shall want pleney of oats and barley 
and wheat, but we shall need also either 
milk or meat meal. But there is the same 
argument for winter milk as for winter bacon, 
so that we shall find that a combination of 
the two will be useful and will make each 
industry more profitable. 

As to the method of feeding, we cannot 
see that cooking for pigs could be made, 
especially in winter, either economical or 
satisfactory. It is true that pigs will use 
up small potatoes, cabbage and the like, but 
there is a better return from feeding these 
to cows and keeping pigs on an all-meal 
ration, with, of course, some green stuff, used 
rather as a supplement than as a food. 

Under average farm conditions, pigs will 
not thrive as well in winter as in spring and 
summer, probably because spring and summer 
are the natural seasons of growth, but they 
will thrive well enough to leave a good profit, 
provided they are well done. It may soun:] 
wasteful to those of us who remember the 
old days of mashes and potatoes and meal 
and cabbage to think of an all-meal ration, 
but it is cheapest in the end if the meals are 
balanced with milk or meat meal. 

HOUSING AND FEEDING. 

The first essential to successful feeding is 
nlenty of air and light, and where a regular 
open yard with the house is not available a 
well lighted house with a half door is quite 
suitable. ‘The upper part of the half door 
should be left open almost always. A good 
cement floor, covered with old planks and 
well bedded down with straw, is the next 
essential, and if the pigs are given half a 
chance they will keep themselves clean. 

In the matter of food, we do not see why 
it should not be prepared on the farm with 
an ordinary corn crusher, and we have yet 
to be shown that bacon can be produced 
betier or cheaper than by a ration of oats 
and barley, with a supplement of milk or 
meat meal, or by a ration of oats, wheat, and 
barley, with a similar supplement. : 

Admittedly, there is a difficulty in the 
matter of houseroom on many farms, but 
enough advantage is not taken of the loans 
that are available for building. Loans for 
barn machinery should be available also, and 
we should like to see an all-lrish engine on 
the market and installed on every farm. But, 
even as we stand at present, we sould 
endeavour to produce more bacon in the 


spring.

HE hearing of the applications of Thomas 

Reilly, formerly Secretary of the Laoighis 

Board of Health, and his brother, John 
Reilly, shopkeeper, of Abbeyleix, for leave to 
appeal against convictions and sentences at the 
Central Criminal Court was concluded in the 
Court of Criminal Appeal. 

Thomas Reilly had been sentenced to four 
years’ penal servitude; and John Reilly to 
twelve months’ imprisonment with hard labour 
on charges relating to funds of the Laoighis 
Board of Health. 

In the case of Thomas Reilly, 

The Court treated the application as the 
hearing of the appeal and dismissed it, and 
confirmed the sentence, but directed that the 
counts in the indictment, for false pretences, 
being alternative counts, be quashed.

Defendant pleaded in his defence that any 
agreement to marry was broken off by mutual 
consent.

Kenney, K.C., and Mr. Nolan-Whelan 
(instructed by Mr. T. E. F. Bennett) 
appeared for the plaintiff ; and Mr. d. M. 
FitzGerald, K.C,; Mr. Cecil Lavery, K.C., 
and Mr. K. Liston (instructed by Messrs. 
Philip O’Sullivan and Son) for the defendant. 

Upening the case for the plaintiff, Mr. 
Wood said that she was born in 1903, and 
first commenced to keep company with. the 
defendant when she was still attending school 
in Dublin, in 1921, She lived with her 
mother on a farm outside Bruff, and defendant 
had an extensive drapery establishment in the 
town. Marriage was first spoken of between 
the parties in 1922. Since the marriage was 
broken off by the defendant in 1934 the 
plaintiff had gone to manage a shop in 
Hospital, which her mother had bought for 
£700. In 1924 defendant wanted to put their 
relationship on a regular footing, and it was 
arranged that the plaintiff's mother should be 
spoken to about the marriage. Plaintiff spoke 
to her mother about it, and subsequently the 
defendant was a regular visitor at her house. 
Friendly relations were broken off in 1926, 
but were resumed after about two months. 

NUMEROUS LETTERS 

All this time there wero numerous letters 
passing between the parties. On Holy Thurs- 
day, 1951, defendant was at plaintiff's house, 
and, as he was leaving that night, he said 
he would not be coming any more. That was 
all he said, and the parties did not meet again 
until Horse Show week, when they met in 
Dublin, and he drove her to the station. On 
December 17th of the same year thay met 
again, and defendant said: “ | have come 
back to you again; | have learnt my lesson,”’ 
and from that date until June 18th, 1933, 
defendant was a constant visitor to plaintiff's 
house as. her affianced husband. On that 
date he again left, and they did not meet 
again until February, 1934, and again at a 
dance in April, when it was arranged that 
they should have a chat.

they were again writing to each other, and 
it was believed the defendant was keeping 
carbon copies of his letters. Defendant said 
that during the drive on May 7th the agrec- 
ment to marry was mutually broken off. 
Plaintiff positively denied that, and said that 
far from that being the case she met defen- 
dant that day with the fixed intention of 
getting matters settled between them. In 
September, 1935, she insisted on seeing the 
defendant again, and it was not until then 
that he told her definitely that he was not 
going to marry her. She then went to her 
solicitors.

Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney—What is written 
at, the end of the document ?—1 got it from 
him at Christmas, 1928, and he wrote at the 
end of it: “ With the sender's compliments, 
with the hope that in 1929 it will be 
times.” (Laughter.) He signs himself 
“ Georgie Porgie.”’ , 

When the document was handed up to Mr. 
Justice Hanna he remarked ‘hat the witness 
had overlooked the most interesting part of 
the document—the heading, which read: “A 
record of miss-spent youth!” It did not in- 
dicate which of their youths had been miss- 
spent. (Laughter.) 

The witness added that up to 1931 they re- 
mained on the terms of an engaged couple. 
On Holy Thursday of that year the defend- 
ant came to her house and said le would not 
come any more. She later mnceived a letter 
from him which said: '' Thc whole position 
is a difficult, one. We must realise that we 
are not getting on as well as one would ex- 
pect. Both are too much inclined to find 
fault with each other. I don't see any possi- 
bility of pulling together. Jf you were living 
alone we would get along aj] right. I never 
denied the fact that i care for you, and I 
Was never so happy as when we were 
together.’’ She sent him a letter in reply, in 
which she said: “ I cannot believe that you 
have broken off with me after the good time 
we had together during the last ten 
years, When we last made up a row 
you promised on your bended knees that you 
would never regret making it up. You went 
so far as to say that if I married anybody 
else he would not enjoy me long” She also 
asked him not to go with any other girl for 
at least a few months, and said that this 
was the least he might do for her after wast- 
ing her time for ten years. 


AT BLUE SHIRT DANCE 


The witness added that this row was also 
“made up,” and they remained on good 
terms until June, 1933, when the defendant 
stopped calling at her house. She next met 
him in April, 1934, at a “ Blue Shirt’ dance 
in DBruff, when he made an appointment to 
meet her, but did not keep it; and she wrote 
to him asking him to return her letters and 
photographs. He came to her house later, 
when she said her parents were getting anxious 
about his intentions, but he said he had 
nothing to say. He asked her to return his 
letters, but she refused. He said that Miss 
Kirby was getting anxious about the letters, 
and she told him that she would be more 
worried about them. He denied then that he 
was getting married to Miss Kirby, but at a 
later conversation he admitted that he was 
going to get married to her. 

In cross-examination by Mr. FitzGerald- 
Kenney, the plaintiff said thai she knew in 
19355 that the defendant was keeping com- 
pany with Miss Kirby. Although he stayed 
away from plaintiff for a year, she did not 
write complaining, as she thought he would 
came back. She was not satisfied to *‘ let him 
0, 

But you had got back your letters and he 
had got back some of his letters fram you?— 
I kept the best of his letters. 

“ And played the “dog in the manger” 
Sa them. Had you known Miss Kirby ?— 

es. 

And you disliked her 
Naturally, I did 

And this action was solely and entirely 
brought because yon werr willing to let him 
go in 1934, but vou were not willing to allow 
him to marry Miss Kirby in 1936? It is no 
such thing. 

I suggest the action is the outcome of 
jealousy and furious envy and all the other 
seven deadly ssins?—No; I am looking for 
justice. 

In further cross-examination the witness 
maintained that the defendant and she got 
formally affianced, but said that there was 
no reference to this in any of the letters. 
The defendant had written to her: “Of 
course, there is no possibility of our becom- 
ing engaged immediately,” but before this 
they had become engaged. She had not 
written to him that he was making a mistake 
-when he made that statement. 


ANOTHER MATCH 


Mr. FitzGerald—Did you not tell the 
defendant in 1933 that you wanted to break 
with him because your parents had another 
“match ” in prospect ?—No. 

Was there a “match ” mentioned ’—There 
was a name mentioned, but I never saw the 
man. 

But you were quite willing that he should 
go away from you?—I always thought that 
he would come back. 

You did not take action until he became 
engaged to Miss Kirby ’—There was no use 
in my ' making it up” with him until he 
came back to me, as I thought he would. 

You parted from him in May, 1934, and 
it was not until September, 1935, that you 
took action. That shows that everything was 
at an end between you only that the defend- 
ant made the mistake of becoming engaged 
to Miss Kirby, your pet detestation ?—That 
is not so. 

Were you keeping the action up your sleeve 
ali this time ?—No, I thought he would come 
back to me, 

Mrs. McEnery, the mother of the plaintiff, 
gave evidence that the defendant frequently 
came to her house and spoke of his impend- 
ing marriage to her =— ter. 

This closed the case for the plaintiff. 

Mr. Lavery, opening the case for the de- 
fendant, said that the action was brought by 
the plaintiff, not te recover damages for the 
broken promise, but to revenge herself on the 
other lady. It was clear from the letters 
that the parties throughout their long court- 
ship lived what could only be described as a 
‘cat and dog ” life, and that, although mar- 
riage was contemplated in an indefinite way, 
nothing definite was ever arrived at. 


DEFENDANT’S EVIDENCE 


Arthur O'Shaughnessy, the defendant, in 
the course of his evidence, said that he knew 
the plaintiff all. her life, and first went 
“walking” with her in 1921, when he was 
18 years of age. There was a good deal of 
love-making, but there was no talk of becom- 
ing engaged, as he was not in a position to 
contemplate marriage at the time. There was 
no truth in the statement of the plaintiff 
that in 1925 he asked her to get her parents’ 
consent to their becoming engaged. They 
had frequent rows. In September, 1931, he 
wrote to her: “The reason Í am anxious to 
end matters is that I am fed up with the 
constant rowing and fighting going on for 
the past few years. was never used to 
that, and I am determined, whatever hap- 
pens, not to allow myself in for a life of 
suffering with these rows going on every 
second day.” On an occasion she told him 
that she was tired waiting, and that her 
parents had mentioned ancther man, and 
that, whatever happened, there was no reason 
why they should not Le irierds. After this 
he got an anonymous letter, which read: 
“Annie loves you, but will not interfere,’ 
and it was signed ‘* Well-wisher and friend.” 
When he taxed her with it, she said: '' Please 
don't. show that to anybody. I would not 
like anyone to see that,’ and he handed her 
the letter to do what she liked with it.

CONTINUAL ROWS 


Delivering judgment, Mr. Justice Hanna 
said that he had no doubt that there was 
as between these two young people—as they 
were between 1925 and 1933-—-what amounted 
to a contract of marriage. There was no 
obligation on the parties to publish the en- 
gagement in the village of Bruff, where 
there was possibly no necessity to broadcast 
it. The plaintiff certainly believed that 
the defendant's intention was to marry her, 
and he thought all the correspondence 
showed that. There had been a good many 
quarrels between them, and he would be in- 
clined to think that it was just as well that 
they had not got married, because they 
seemed tu have been continually having rows 
over what appeared to be trivial matters. 

He had no doubt that in 1931 the defen- 
dant was anxious to put an end to the 
marriage arrangement, but that the relation- 
ship of engaged persons was resumed, and 
that the trouble started when the lady to 
whom the defendant was nów engaged came 
on the scene in May, 1934. ‘he view he 
took was that the plaintiff never released 
the defendant, and it might be that the de- 
fendant was endeavouring to put her in a 
false position ‘in which she would be forced 
to say that she would have nothing more 
to do with him, and he could say that she 
had broken the promise. 

There was nothing in the case to suggest 
substantial damages, except that the girl 
had been kevt “hanging on”’ for ten years 
at an age when most girls would have a 
better chance of marriage than when they 
are older. As against that, he must bear 
in mind that these two peonle were quite 
incompatible in temperament, and had always 
been quarrelling and making it up. He 
awarded the plaintiff £150, with’ Circuit 
Court costs.

AGREEMENT REACHED 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 


An action in which Harris Stein, Wake- 
field, Grosvenor road, Rathgar, Dublin, 
seeks an order dissolving a partnership 
between him and the defendant, Hyman 
Seligman, 3 Shrewsbury road, Dublin. in 
the Mary Street Furnishing Co., 37 Mary 
street, Dublin, was listed on a motion on 
behalf of the plaintiff for an interlocutory 
injunction restraining the defendant, pending 
the hearing of the action, from disposing of 
partnership property, from drawing on 
partnership moneys, and from using certain 
blank cheques, signed by the plaintiff, which 
were now in defendant's possession. 

When the case was called Mr. H. J. 
Moloney, K.C., 
structed by Mr. S. G. Rutherford) appeared 
for the plaintiff, said that the parties had 
agreed to an order being made in the terms 
that William Berry, the present manager, 
be appointed receiver and’ manager of the 
partnership business, the defendant under- 
taking to give all information and to do 
everything necessary to enable proper 
accounts to be completed in relation to the 
partnership business, so that the rights of 
the partners in the partnership assets and 
property might be ascertained. It was 
further agreed that the interim injunction 
granted to the plaintiff be discharged, and 
that the matter be adjourned until next 
term, with liberty to either party to apply, 
if necessary, to the Vacation Judge to dis- 
charge the receiver if the matters in dispute 
are settled in the meantime. 

Mr. Tobias (instructed by Mr. V. Elyan), 
for the defendant, said that the parties 
hoped to have the matters in dispute settled 
by arbitration, so that they need not come 
before the Court.

DISPOSAL OF £200

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 


Reserved judgment was delivered in a 
question arising on the construction of the 
will and codicil of Miss Margaret Kavanagh, 
retired hotel proprietress, late of Rosebank 
terrace, Tramore, who died on January 29, 
1934, at the age of 84, Icaving assets value 
over £6,000. 

The plaintiffs in the summons were the 
executors, Patrick Galayan, bank inspector, 
50 Palmerston road, Dublin, and John J. 
Colbert, solicitor, Percy terrace, Waterford; 
and the defendants were Mra. Kathleen 
Walshe, Derrynahinch, Knocktopher, Co. 
Kilkenny, a legatee; her sister, Mrs. Bridget 
Aylward, 2272 Valentine avenue, Bronx, New 
York, and the trustees of the St. Vincent de 
Paul Society, Tramore, the residuary legatees. 

Mr. Justice Johnston held that a legacy 
of £200 in dispute should go to the defendant, 
Mrs. Kathleen Walshe (whose maiden name 
was also Walshe). This legacy was also 
claimed by Mrs Aylward. He allowed ali 
the parties their costs out of the residue. 

In the course of his judgment, Mr. Justice 
Johnston said that the testatrix, by her will, 
gave a legacy to the defendant, Mrs. Kathleen 
Walshe, in the following terms:—‘‘ To 
Kathleen Walshe, daughter of my cousin, 
John Walshe, of Castlegannon. Co. Kilkenny, 
£500."" That was followed by a legacy to 
another lady of the same name: ‘“ To 
Kathleen Walshe, daughter of my cousin, the 
late James Walshe, of Ballyhale, Co. Kil- 
kenny, £400."" Then followed the clause 
which raised the difficulty: “To Kathleen 
Walshe (the third of that name herein men- 
tioned), cousin of the last-named Kathleen 
Walshe, £200.” It was suggested on behalf 
of Mrs. Aylward that it was very unlikely 
that a second legacy should be given to her 
sister, Kathleen, and that the will showed a 
general intention to benefit all the relatives 
of the testatrix, including herself (Mrs. 
Aylward), who bore the same relationship 
(first cousin onee removed) to the testatrix 
as did the defendant, Kathleen Walshe. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that he could 


could not construe the will on the basis of 
likelihood or unlikelihood. He must construe 
and give efiect to it as it stood and hold 
that this legacy of £200 went ‘o the person 
to whom it was left—namely, ‘' Kathleen 
Walshe . . . cousin of the last-named 
Kathleen Walshe.’’ The phrase ‘‘the third 
of the name herein mentioned ” was a litt'e 
hard to understand, but he was satisfied, on 
the evidence before him, that there was no 
other Kathleen Walshe to whom the legacy 
could have gone, and the phrase was of im- 
portance at least to this extent: it showed 
that when the testatrix spoke of “ Kathleen 
Walshe’ she meant Kathleen Walshe and 
no one else. When he looked at the instruc- 
tions taken by the solicitor who prepared the 
will, the case presented no difficulty what- 
soever,

The South Irish Florsa® 


Following up the recent correspondence 
in the Irish Times, I am reminded that 
the South Irish Horse was a special re- 
reserve regiment of Hussars, which, like 
most of the other cavalry units, proved 
the accuracy of Punch’s prediction—made 
when the infantry were being mounted in 
South Africa—that future wars would be 
fought with dismounted horsemen. The 
regiment was yvepresented mounted in the 
first Expeditionary Force in .914, and 
afterwards its members fought on many 
fronts. as “ attachments ” to famous in- 
fantry regiments. Some of them served 
with the Royal Irish Regiment, while 
others, in smaller parties, had long service 
further afield. Yesterday I met one of 
these men—Trooper No. 1222—who broke 
his apprenticeship in Dublin and joined 
the squadron which Canon Langrishe :c- 
ferred to as “the Angel Boys.” These 
‘* Angels,”’ some of whom wee very youth- 
ful, went from Limerick to Cardington, 1: 
Bedfordshire, where No. 1222 and two com. 
panhions were attached to the Headquarters 
Staff of the 53rd (Welsh) Division. Within 
forty-eight hours they were at sea, and 
they got no inkling of their direction until 
their troopship—the Wiltshire—called at 
Gibraltar. Then, after Malta, they put 
into Alexandria to disembark their horses, 
and went on to Mudros, where they 
anchored close by the Mauretania, which 
was carrying part of the 10th (Irish) 
Division. By that time—mid-August of 
1915—they knew their destination to be 
Gallipoli, and socn they found themselves 
at Suvia Bay. . 


Gallipoli and &gypt 
At the foot of Lala Baba, by “A” 


beach. the trio of Inish horsemen parted 
company, because No. 1222 became a 
slight casualty and was evacuated to 
Malta. After convalescing he returned to 
Alexandria, where, there being no official 
knowledge that any of his regiment were 
serving within that field of operations, he 
was at first looked upon with some 
suspicion. However, after parading for a 
review by Lord Kitchener, he arrived back 
on Gallipoli, and there remained until the 
night—a beautiful moonlight night—of 
the epic silent withdrawal to Egypt. Soon 
after the 53rd Division arrived in Egypt, 
the trooper tells ‘me, General Dallas 
observed that the buttons on the men’s 
tunics were unburnished, and he demanded 
a reason for the unsoldierly untidiness. 
On being informed that there was no 
supply of ‘‘ Soldier's Friend,’’ or other 
cleaning material, he made one vast swoep 
of his arms—as if he were about to 
embrace all the sandy wastes of Libya, the 
Sahara and Soudan . “There,” said 
the General, “is the finest . polishing 
material in the world—and plenty of it.’’ 
So the division became known as “ The 
Shiney Fifty-Third.”’

Several months of patrol work on the 
enemy's side of the Suez Canal, and 
routine duties around a succession of 
desert camps, ended when preparations 
were well advanced for the expedition into 
Puitstine; and the trio of South Irish 
Horsemen—now happily reunited—moved 
to the fringe of the Sinai desert.

Nobody carries a walking stick in 
America—it just is not done.

At the annual meeting of the Cork 
County Vocational ucation Com- 
mittee to-day, the Rev. F. McCarthy, 
P.P., Aughadown, who ided, said that 
emigration to Great Britain had now 
become an epidemic. Not only unemployed 
people, but even people who had been in 
constant employment for the six or 
seven years were going. “ What they 
expect to get there I don't know,” he 
proceeded, “ but, with all the rumours of 
war, there is a danger of these young men 
being conscripted into the British Army.” 

While im England recently he was 
astonished to meet boys from West Cork 
whom he thought were working at home. 
The people who had gone were writing 
home a very rosy picture of conditions 
there, and, to his mind, the whole thing 
was very dangerous. 

Mr. P. Sheehy said it might be a ques- 
tion of higher wages. There was a great 
exodus from his town of. men who could 
not get employment. 

The Rev. Father O'Regan, P.P., Monks- 
town, said men were leaving his district, 
too. 

Mr. &. Kelly said boys and ¢ 
also clearing from his district. He thought 
domestic economy instruction was most 
necessary. 


WENT TO BETTER 
THEMSELVES 


Mr. T, O'Donoghue said that there 
should be no question of class distinction. 
Nobody objected to young doctors going 
across to Britain to get jobs, and he did 
not like te see ome law for doctors and 
another for domestic servants. These 
people went to Britain to better themselves 
—just as doctors and engineers went. 

Mr. P. J. O'Gorman said that he had 
seen in the newspapers that out of 980 
girls who received assistance in Liverpool 
922 were Irish girls. 

Mr. P. Crowley said this was part of a 
larger problem—the problem of the 
economic war. It was impossible for 
farmers to pay higher wages, and they 
were driven to do the work themselves. 
and work like slaves from morning until 
night. 

The Rev. Canon Barrett said that they 
were upbraided a good many years ago for 
educating for export. 

It was decided to defer consideration of 
the appointment of further domestic 
economy instructresses to the November 
meeting.

COMMERCIAL traveller's story relat- 
A ing to gold and precious stones on 
the sea coast of Galway was related 
at the Kilkenny District Court to-day, when 
George Shelkings, aged about thirty years, 
who, according to his own story, might be 
described as a man without a country, was 
charged with obtaining money from the 
traveller by false pretences and also with 
being an alien. he case was heard by 
District Justice O'Shea.

He was charged with obtaining £35 from 
John Walsh, a commercial traveller from 
Wexford, by falsely pretending that a 
quantity of gold and precious stones was 
to be found on the seashore of the County 
Galway. 


THE HIDDEN MONEY 


Mr. Walsh stated that while travelling 
from Wexford to Waterford on July 15 the 
defendant signalled to him to stop. He told 
him to get into the car, and, in the course 
of a conversation, the man told him of his 
experiences in several parts of the world. 
He said that he was born in Galway and 
when two years old went to Russia and 
lived there through the revolution. 

When they stopped at Waterford he gave 
the prisoner ten shillings, but he had not 
asked for it. He then said that when he 
had ‘finished his course with the Russian Áir 
Force he was detailed by his commander to 
place a certain sum of money on the coast of 
Galway, the idea being that the owner of 
the money was afraid that Russia would 
overpower England at that time, and that 
he wanted to get it to America, i 

He met the prisoner again that, night and 
gave him £1 to keep hm going. On the 
following day when going to ilkenny he 
offered to take the defendant there, and the 
defendant accompanied him, and in Kilkenny 
he suggested going. to Galway, but the 
witness said that he would be unable to do 
so until the — Saturday.

Bill, 1936, which deals with the eom-

Professor O’SULLIVAN (U.I., Kerry) 
said, in the Dail yesterday, that there was 
nothing more calculated to inspire a feeling 
of insecurity in the farmers’ minds than the 
Government's pohcy in regard to land. There 
ought to be some srcurity given to the 
farmer, who had been sufficiently hard hit 
m the 'ast couple of years. 

Mr. P. BELTON {Ind., Dublin, N.) sail 
that the Minister should consider that if a 
farmer had no security he was not goine to 
care for the land, and the greatest loss which 
the country had suffered in the last three or 
four years was that the people had taken all 
the fertility out of the land. A judicious use 
by the farmers of artificial manures had 
synchronised with a feeling of security of 
tenure, For this country to keep pace with 
development of agriculture all over the world, 
there must be security of tenure here. 


DEPUTY’S CHALLENGE 


Mr. G. C. BENNETT (U.I., Limerick) 
declared that owing to the 1933 Land Act 
and the present bill, there was a feeling of 
uneasiness among farmers throughout the 
country. Farmers had less confidence in their 
own Ministers than had been reposed in the 
British Government. He challenged the 
Minister to deny that if the powers taken 
in the bill were put isto effect there would 
be “a real and another land war, perhaps 
more dangerous than the land war fought im 
this country 45 or 50 years ago.” 

Mr. ¥. MacDERMOT {ind.. Roscommon) 
said that so far as alarm about fixity of 
tenure had been raised, it was, due entirely 
to the activities of Fianna Fail clubs. 
Ministers, who, in fact, were at the head of 
the organisation, certainly could make a 
change within it if they chose. It was un- 
desivable to cause the Land Commission to 
be regarded as part ol a spoils system. 


FIANNA FAIL CLUBS 


Mr. M. RODDY (U.L., Sligo) complained 
of the activities of loca] Fianna Fail clubs 
which were instrumental in getting the Land 
Commission to serve notices to c¢yuatre on 
holders of land. These notices of the inten- 
tion of acquiring land had the effect of inter- 
fering with the normal development of such 
holdings. It was absolutely essential that 
the farmers should be guaranteed security 
of tenure or there would be another land 
war in this country. 

Mr. W. T. COSGRAVE (U.L, Cork City) 
said that the farmers must be satisfied that 
their holdings would not be interfered with 
if they are working their land, and that if 
they are interfered with they would be paid 
a proper price. This section, he held, did 
not cover the question of acquirmg unec- 
onemic holdings for the purpose of making 
them economic holdings. He asked the 
Minister to give them some indication of the 
average prices paid by the Land Commission 
so that they might see whether they wee 
fair prices. 


THE ACT OF 1923 
The Minister for Lands (Mr. AIKEN) 


said that Mr. Cosgrave in his observatious 
seemed to have no knowledge of the Act of 
1923, which the late Mr. Hogan put mio 
law, and merely to say anything that seemed 
to be effective for the momént. The Act of 
1923 gave the Land Commission power 
resume land. and in exercising the power 
resumption the Land Commissioner was 
take into consideration the desirability 
increasing the food supply of the country, 
and also the manner in which such land was 
being used. Messrs. Cosgrave, O'Sullivan 
and Roddy should not try to create a scare 
toe suit themselves for the time being.

THE ANALYSIS OF MILK 


Dr. WARD, Parliamentary Seeretary 
to the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health. moved. the 
second reading of the Food and Drugs 
(Milk) Bill, 1936. He explained that the 
object of the bill was further to correlate the 
provisions of the Food and Drugs Acts in 
relation to milk with recent milk legislation, 
and to amend and clarify certain provisions 
of those Acts. The result of the analysis of 
milk depended to a considerable extent on 
the method of sampling, and it had been 
brought to the notice of the Department 
that serious discrepancies had been found on 
the results obtained by the public analyst 
and State chemist, due largely, it was felt, 
to lack of uniformity in samples. The bill 
sought fo ensure uniformity of sampling. 

The bill was read a second time. 

Leave was granted to introduce a supple- 
mentary estimate for the year ending March 
51, 1936, for superannuation and retired 
allowances’ provided for ander the bill. The 
estimate will be discussed when the fifth 
stage of the Superannoation Bill has been 
passed.

KILKENNY ACCIDENT

This afternoon Lawrence. Lanigan, 
Upper Walkin street, Kilkenny, was killed 
by a fall of sand and gravel in a pif in 
which he was working on the Freshford 
road, near Kilkenny City.

Spain in Turmoil 

What is happening in Spain? During 
the last fortnight reports from the 
peninsula have been so conflicting as to be 
almost unintelligible. Each side has been 
claiming decisive victories, and has been 
opponents of dreadful 
atrocities. The lying atmosphere of war- 
time propaganda has been recreated, and 


matters stand. In order to understand 


which a large proportion of the people was 
illiterate. The standard of living was low, 
but during the world war Spain, in 
common with the other neutral Powers, 
amassed large sums of money. After the 
Armistice she seemed to have relapsed into 
her old sleepy ways, concerning herself 
more seriously with her bull-fights than 
with the problems of world affairs, which 
kept the other nations on tenterhooks. 
Then came the Fascist revolution in Italy, 
to be followed almost immediately by the 
establishment of a dictatorship-in Spain. 
General Primo di Rivera decided to do in 
Spain what Signor Mussolini was doing in 
Italy, but he had neither the character 
nor the resources of his Italian prototype. 
He made a sorry muddle of the situation 
in Morocco. Thousands of young Spaniards 
were killed in the campaign against the 
which eventually succeeded at 
enormous cost. After Primo’s death things 
began to go from bad to worse in Spain. 
As a result of municipal elections King 
Alfonso, the last of the Bourbons, was 
forced to leave the country with his wife 
and family, and a republic was declared in 
Madrid. Probably the most conservative 
country in the world, with the possible ex- 
ception of pre-war Russia, suddenly broke 
all its bonds with the past. Chaos followed 
the departure of Alfonso, who, for all his 
faults, had been a steadying influence. A 
people that for centuries had been 
accustomed to an absolute monarchy

. Motoring Prosecutions _ 


Through the energy of a resident of 
Warwickshire a new set of statistics has 
been given to those who wolild seek a 
solution to the road accident’ figures by 
debate. This Warwickshire motorist has 
prepared a list of figures to compare the 
number of motor prosecutions per constable 
in the respective police areas of Great 
Britain. He has concerned’ himself only 
with those areas wherein the number of 
prosecutions per constable is ten or more : 
and his calculations show that the varying 
conditions of these areas have no effect 
upon the energy, or the inactivity, of the 
police units involved. A busy pleasure 
centre like Brighton shows a percentage of 
10.5, while’ the figures for the counties of 
Buckingham and Northampton, where the 
conditions are entirely different, is very 
nearly the same. The compiler of these 
figures has done his work thoroughly ; but 
when one examines his results it is im pos- 
sible to devise any theory that will fit all 
the facts. In the main, it seems that 
extreme exertions upon the part of the 
police do: not lessen, automatically, the 
number of accidents in any area; but, 
probably, this one definite deduction wil] 
be sufficient to compensate the Warwick- 
shire motorist for his trouble. It has long 
been the complaint of motor owners that 
the police are too zealous in their desire 
to catch the technical offender, while they 
allow the real danger—the reckless driver 
—to do as he likes until eventually he is 
involved in accident. The two big motor- 
ing associations, when asked to comment 
upon the statistics which we have men- 
tioned, both suggested that motor police 
patrols should concentrate far more than 
they do at present upon the motorist who 
is seen to be driving dangerously ; and to 
us this seems a wise and _ reasonable 
demand. The chastening effect of a police 
patrol on the Stillorgan road must be seen 
to be believed; and, if the “ road-hogs ” 
knew that such patrols invariably would 
exercise their powers upon provocation, a 
wholly necessary caution would be inspired 
in their thoughtless hearts.

“| AM A FAITHFUL 
PROTESTANT *’ 


The declaration of Protestant faith 
which the law requires the Sovereign to 
make on his accession will be made by the 
a the House of Lords on Tuesday, 
Nov@mber 3rd, at the State opening of a 
‘new session of Parliament. Parliament 
will be adjourned next Friday until 
Thursday, October 29th, when it will meet 
merely for the purpose of prorogation. 
That is the formal ceremony which ter- 
minates the session. 

On November órd the King will drive 
in State to Westminster to open the new 
Parliament. 

The law requires that the Sovereign 
should make the accession declaration 
either at the Coronation ceremony or at 
his first meeting with Parliament. which- 
ever event sltould come first. The declara- 
tion will, therefore, be made on November 
órd next. It is as follows: — 

“ 1 do solemnly and sincerely, in the 
presence of God, profess, testify and 
declare that I am a faithful Protestant. 
and that I will, according to the true 
intent of the enactments which secure the 
Protestant succession to the Throne of my 
realm, uphold and maintain the said 
enactments to the best of my powers 
according to law.” 

The declaration has to be ‘‘ made, sub- 
scribed and audibly repeated” by the 
Sovereign.

FE UHOREAN Powers who have main- 
tained Embassies or Legations in 
Spain are taking stock of the situation 
there, and some of them may order the 
withdrawa! of their representatives. It is 
true that the Government in Madrid has 
undertaken to protect foreign nationals to 
the full extent of its powers, but in many 
places its adherents are acting with a 
violence and indifference to the Govern- 
ment orders that makes the situation ex- 
tremely dangerous. Acts of violence can- 
not be prevented or punished, and it seems 
possible that civil war may be prolonged, 
and that the position of those not tavour- 
ing the Communist movement may become 
increasingly unsafe. In the circumstances, 
foreign Embassies may not be able to carry 
on their work in a satisfactory manner. 
The British and French Embassies in 
Spain have transferred to Sauruz, a town 
about sixteen miles from San Sebastian. 
It is a small but fashionable seaside resort, 
and once it was the favoured spot for the 
staff of the British Embassy, while the 
Ambassador lived in San Sebastian. 
Sauruz has a claim to fame, for from its 
shipyard was launched the famous ship 
Victoria, in which. Juan Eleano circum- 
navigated the world four hundred years 
ago. Fontara bie, where the French 
Embassy has been set up, is a little 
Basgue frontier town with about one 
thousand inhabitants. It has been made 
famous in poetry by references by Scott. 
Milton and Victor Hugo, : 


Mr. Baldwin 


Mr. Baldwin appears to have reacted 
against the suggestion that he is too tired 
to carry on his work as Prime Minister, 
and of late his activity has been notable. 
He has taken the lead in many dire_tions, 
and has revealed that he has no intention 
of giving up the leadership of his party. 
In his interview with the ex-Ministers and 
members who are concerned about the 
defences of the country, he made it per- 
fectly clear that he had the last voice in 
Government questions,-and refused to pro- 
vide the deputation with any information 
that could not be given openly in the 
House of Commons. This line was a little 
discouraging to the deputation, inasmuch 
as it had been expected that it would be 
given some slight indication of what the 
Government is undertaking, but at | 
same time it is understood that the Prime 
Minister accepted the figures regarding re- 
armament by other countries as being sub- 
stantially correct. 


The Lecarno Conference 


While it is hoped that the next Locarno 
meeting may take place in September 
there are doubts as to whether the plans 
to be submitted to the gathering will be 
suficiently advanced by that time. Pro- 
longed negotiation between all the Powers 
interested will be necessary, and this is 
one of the reasons why the Prime Minister 
has given up his annual holiday at Aix 
les Bains. France and Germany are ex 
pected to put forward claims which will 
be difficult for the other Powers to accept, 
while Italy may insist that her sovereignty 
over Abyssinia shall be acknowledged 
As a matter of fact, it will be a wonder 
if the conference ever takes place, but it 
is acknowledged that, if it does, a tre- 
mendous stride will have been made in the 
direction of a European settlement. 


National Defence 


The new National Defence organisation 
is being received with marked enthusiasm 
by many ex-Service men, and, although 
enrolment does not open until September 
1st, so many applications have been re- 
ceived that it seems probable that a 
number of the companies will have a full 
eomplement of men-to start with.

sinian Coptic Church, which, it is stated, 
holds claims over one-third of the arable 
land of Abyssinia, possesses vast wealth, 
and was one of the 'prihcipal administra- 
tive bodies under the Emperor. Italy in- 
tends to take measures to bring this great 
corporation into the new scheme of things. 
It is possible that Abyssinia will be 
divided into twelve districts, vicariates an 
apostotic prefectures, and that these will 
be staffed by Italian missionaries only. 


The Labour Conference 


When the annual conference of the 
Labour Party takes place during the 
autumn it is probable that there will be 
some developments in connection with the 
attempts of the Communists to get a foot 
ing in the councils of the Party. Affiliation 
to the Communist Party will be proposed,

Their victories in the Sierra Guadarrama 
may be less important than they claim, 
but the recapture of Albacete re-opens 
their communications with the fertile and 
usually friendly east coast, and has saved 
them from having to wage a double cam- 
paign for the defence of the capital 
against the militarists and starvation. 
They have been completely “successful in 
Barcelona; where their adversaries seem to 
have made the blunder of committing their 
forces to street fighting against an armed 
and extremely tough population stiffened 
by well trained shock police and a minority 
of loyal troops, and thus to have thrown 
away the advantages of discipline and 
training. It is still far too early to label 
Nowadays Fascist and 
Communist are terms applied so loosely by 
Left and Right wing sympathisers—and 
not in Spain only—to their respective 
opponents or critics, that they are fast 
losing ‘their meaning. In Spain, anyone 
who goes to church seems liable 
to be accused of Fascism, while Com 
munism covers a wide range of opinions, 
from Anarchism to nineteenth century 
Radicalism. 

Most of the extremist parties are de- 
votees of one form or another of dictator- 
ship, Right or Left, proceeds The Times 
and it is safe to prophesy that the arming 
of the masses—who already had a fair 
supply of weapons—will confront Madrid 
with fresh difficulties in the event of vie- 
tory. The extremists who are support- 
ing President Azana to-day may be his 
deadly enemies to-morrow. Qn economic 
issues ‘Socialists and “Anarcho-Syndicalists 
stand far apart, and their divisions. which 
have led to bloodshed in the past, and 
may do so again, may well further the 
success of the Communists, who are known 
to be receiving abundant help from’ Mos- 
cow. Agitators trained in the Russian 
schools, Soviet journalists and observers 
have been entering Spain constantly ant 
unobtrusively since February, and it is 
significant that prominent Russian Com- 
munists foretold so long ago as the spring 
that Spain would be in a state of chads 
by a date in July. Their expectations 
were uncannily: precise, and have been 
fulfilled to the letter. The political con- 
fusion which Lenin indicated as the pro- 
pitious moment for a proletarian insurrec- 
tion has descended upon Spain, and, 
whatever the military outcome of the pre- 
sent struggle, ruthless dictatorship seems 
its inevitable consequence. More than 
murders and reprisals, more than van- 
dalism, oppression and civil war—that is 
the tragedy of Spain.

Mr. W. F. Robertson, Chairman of the 
Clyde Navigation Trust, also expressed 
delight at the official announcement. The 
Trust, he said, had done everything 
possible for the Queen Mary’s safe launch- 
ing and departure, and, while additional 
dredging of the Clyde might ultimately 
be necessary, he had not the slightest 
doubt that similar success would attend 
the latest enterprise.

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‘TAKE PART 
POLICEMAN. AND SIX 
ARABS KILLED 


From Revrer’s Corresponpent. 
JERUSALEM, Tuesday, 


A BRITISH constable — Christopher 
Wren—and six Arabs were killed 
during an action in the hills above Nablus 
to-day. | 

The engagement, which began at mid- 
night and continued throughout the day, 
was the biggest simce rioting started, 
nearly four months ago. 

Wren, whose mother lives in Leicester 
parade, Northampton, is the second 
British constable to die in the disturb- 
ances. The first—Robert Bird, a Lon- 
doner—was shot down at the end of May. 

Wren was shot dead by a stray sniper’s 
bullet while riding in a police patrol car, 
which came on the scene in the early 
stages of the engagement. Another con- 
stable, named Thompson, was slightiy 
wounded in the hand. 

The action began when snipers fired on 
a military patrol. The patrol, using Lewis 
gans, killed three Arabs and captured an- 
other, but the odds against them were 
too great, the Arab band being estimated 
at 100 stroug. . Reinfercements were sum- 
moned 
The troops which came to the patrol’s 
assistance’ immediately threw a cordon 
found a large area, and gradually 
tightened the net.. The Arabs resisted 
desperately. 

Royal Air Force 'planes co-operated in 
the action.' They flew low over the rebel 
lines many times, and two of the three 
ether Arabs killed were hit by their 
machine-guns. Many other Arabs were 
wounded by aerial machine-gun fire, it is 
believed. 

ne captured Arab told the military of 
forcible recruiting into the terrorist gang. 
This man, who was seriously wounded, de- 
clared that, after paying £25 to armed 
Arabs who ‘invaded his village, he was 
given rifle and ammunition, and ordered 
to fight.

HE Dublin Trade Union Council dele- 
T gates, at a special meeting, last night, 

protested against the exclusion of the 
citizens from the full use and enjoyment of 
the Phenix Park, and agamst interference 
with this free gift to the city. 
Moving the resolution, Mr. P.. T. . Daly. 
secretary, said that there was a shertage of 
children’s playgrounds in Dublin. The Council 
bad received a gift from a friend of the trade 
union movement for the maintenance of a 
playground four years ago, but had not yet 
keen allotted a space by the City Council. 
Notwithstanding this shortage of playgrounds, 
it was proposed to further restrict the space 
available to the citizens by using portion of 
the park for private profit-making. Under a 
decision of the Courts many years ago the 
Board of Works had no authority to set aside 
any portion of the park for a particular 
section of the public to the exclusion of any 
other section. At no period until within 
recent years had any effort been made to 
close all or portion of the park to the citizens 
of Dublin. Then the park had been closed 
during moter races without any protest from 
the public. Now there was a project. by a 
private group of capitalists for the establish- 
ment of an aerodrome, which would lead to 
the citizens being exclnded from portion of 
their property for all time. If the citizens 
were not alert in the matter the children 
would lese portion of their best playground. 
Mr. J. Biechill, Irish Automobile Drivers’

HILE Civil Servants in the Clerical 
Grade are not yet satisfied with the 
proposed methods of promotion to 


the Junior Executive Grade in t Irish Free 


State there are indications that .he boycott 
of examinations for promotions has come to 
an end. 

It will be remembered that on the last 

occasion on which an examination was held 
pickets were on duty outside the examination 
centres, bearing banners calliag upon ey 
candidates to refrain from competing. . 
examination slogans were painted on the 
roadways outside Government offices, and 
when the examinetions tock place all trade 
unionists who competed were expelled from 
membership of their Association. 
The campaign reduced the number of can- 
didates considerably, and since then the De- 
partment of Fimance has offered some con- 
cessions to the Civil Service Clerical Associa- 
tion in connection with the matter. 

These conceasions included service marks 
and a guaranteed number of vacancies. — 

The Assdciation decided te communicate 
with the Department further on the matter 
and to ask for further concessions. 

This communication has now been con- 
sidered by the Department, and Mr. H. P. 
Boland has replied to the Association, stating 
that the Minister notes that the Association 
welcomes the concession regarding marks for 
service, but regrets that he would not be 
justified in improving the percentage allo- 


SEVEN PLACES OFFERED 


The Minister, basing his calculations on 
the number of vacancies likely to arise, offers 
not less than seven places, as a result of the 
limited examination for the Junior Executive 
Grade. It is pointed out that this number is 
considerably in excess of the number offered 
on any former occasion. 

In this connection it has been the practice 
in the past to offer only a few places, but to 
call a number of additional candidates. 

The Department denies that the standard 
of the Irish paper set at past exanrnations 
was high, or that no. alternative subject was 
offered to candidates. The Minister is not 
willing to reduce the number of marks allo- 
cated to this subject, and does not consider 
that this number is excessive, having regard 
to the marks allocated for other subjects. 

The Minister is not prepared to abandon 
the examination system and to replace it by 
a ynromotions selection board. 

The standard of the limited examination, 
the communication adds, is to be raised. 


ASSOCIATION’S REPLY 


A further communication has been for- 
warded to the Department of Finance by Mr. 
A, Heron, general secretary, Civil Service

In this it is pointed out that the propose?

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NOT SEEKING MORE 
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HOWTH WOULD LIKE

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Mr. George Gavan Duffy, K.C., Chairman, 
Vresided at the sitting of the Local Govern- 
ment (Dublin) Tribunal in the Four Courts 
yesterday. 

Mr. Maurice C. Walker (instructed by Mr. 
Fiunter), on behalf of the Howth Urban Coun- 
cil, said that. Howth was growing, and likely 
to keep on expanding provided its amenities 
could be preserved, i 
Mr. Thomas. Doyle (instructed by Mr. 
Roughan-Bapim), who appeared for the Howth 
Ratepayers’ ASsociation, said that there was a 
very urgent’ need that Howth should be 

lanned amd preserved as it deserved to be, 
vecause of jts ideal position and contiquity 
to Dublin, The ratepayers of Howth were of 


nti- i 


opinion that the district could be better ad- 
ministered by the County Council than under 
the existing system. He believed that a great 
deal more building would be carried out. There 
was a large number of big ratepayers in the 
area who held the view that incorpora- 
tion with the City of Dublin was an advisable 
course. 

Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C. (instructed by the 
City of Dublin Law Agent) addressed the 
Tribunal on behalf of the Dublin Corporation, 
on whom, he said, there was an ever-grow- 
ing demand for increased services. The Cor- 
poration was doing a great deal in the matter 
of providing houses at reasonable rents, but 
they also were faced with the necessity of 
providing healthy dwellings for the sub- 
merged classes who could not pay rents. There 
was a very large percentage of the citizeng on 
outdoor relief and nnmbers who were unable 
to pay economic rents. 


A NATIONAL PROBLEM 


The housing problem was not a city 
problem, ‘but a national pfoblem. Unless the 
slams of the city were knocked down people 


| came in from the country and occupied them 


overnight. To deal. with the city housing 
question they mast consider the whole matter 
as a national problem. 

Unlike English. Corporations, the Dublin 
Corporation had not control of its electricity, 
of its gas, nor of its tram and ‘bus services, 
though it did own its water supply. He 
described the relations that existed with out- 
lying districts as to water supply and how 
the added areas, Pembroke and Rathmines, 
had benefited in all respects. He contended 
that where the city took over an. area which 
had at the time a higher rate than the city, 
the Corporation should be given the advan- 
tage of that higher rate for a period at least. 

As regards the supply of water and its 
cost to Dun Laoghaire, the Corporation were 
satisfied to have an inquiry by an indepen- 
dent expert appointed by the Minister. The 
price of threepence a thousand gallons for 
water to Dun Laoghaire was absurd at the 
present time, when the cost of the produc- 
tion of water had gone up so considerably. 
The Borough Corporation had contemplated 
paying sixpence a thousand gallons in cer- 
tain conditions. It was the intention of the 
Corporation to apply for a revision under 
the section of the Act of 1897. 

The Corporation were looking for no exten- 
sion of territory, except in four small areas. 
in one of which they proposed to build a 
tuberculosis hospital for the use of the city 
and county, and in the case of twenty-two 
boundary roads for rounding-off purposes. 

Mr. Baker. a member of the Tribunal, asked 
if there had been any change on the part of 
the Corporation m view of the recent 
elections. 

Mr. Rice said that nothing had happened 
meanwhile. He went on to say that evidence 
had been given to the effect that the Corpora- 
tion would make no objection to the acquisi- 
tion of further territory if the Oireachtas 
thought fit to hand it over to them, but they 


inhabitants of such added areas for the full 
advantages of city administration, and that 
was something which the Cornoration could 
not view with satisfaction at the present 
time.

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THE REV. BOLTON C. 
WALLER, M.A. 


We regret to announce the death of the 
Rev. Bolton Charles Waller, M.A., Rector 
of Clondalkin, County Dublin, which took 
place suddenly yesterday, fol'owing an 
operation, at the age of 46. 

The Rev. Mr. Waller possessed one of the 
keenest. minds in the Church of Ireland, and 
distinguished himself in many ways, parti- 
cularly through his knowledge of mterna- 
tional affairs, in which he took the keenest 
possible interest from his student years. He 
was the son of the late Rev. Bolton Waller, 
and began his education in the Aravon School, 
Meath road, Bray, Co. Wicklow, from which 
he went to Trinity College, Dublin, at the 
age of eighteen. He graduated B.A. 
(Senior Moderator), and won the Brooke 
Prize in 1912. He took the Carson Biblical 


Tue Rev. B. C. Warren. 


Prize in 1915, and received the M.A. de- 
gree in 1926. During his college career he 
distinguished himself by his ability in de- 
bate, and in 1914 he was elected President 
of the Philosophical Soctety. 

His career in Trinity College began in the 
Divinity School, but when the war broke out 
he obtained a commission in the Royal. Army 
Service Corps, with which he served for 
four years in Iraq. His war experiences in- 
fluenced his mind to such an extent that on 
his return to Lreland he determined to de- 
vote his time to the cause of peace, in which 
he afterwards earned an international re- 
putation 

All his ideas for peace centred on the 
League of Nations, which he always strongly 
defended, aud in’ 1924 he won the Filene 
prize of £1,000 for an essay on “ How can 

ce and prosperity be restored in Great 

ritain and in Europe through international 
co-operation?’ his plan being based on the 
strengthening of the League. 

While in Trinity College Mr. Waller was 
greatly affected by the Nationalist tradition 
oí such Protestant patriots as Thomas Davis 
and im 1921 he was made Secretary of the 
Peace with Ireland Council. When the Free 
State was established Mr. Waller placed his 
learning and experience at the disposal of 
the new Government for the settlement of 
the Border problem, and was made a member 
of the North-Eastern Boundary Burean, »m 
which he rendered valuable service in pre- 
senting the case for the Free State Govern- 
ment. At one time he unsuccessfully con- 
tested the Dublin University seat in Dail 
Eireann. 

In 1927 he became Secretary of the League 
of Nations Society of Ireland, and held the 
post: for three years. In Dublin his name 
was well known, and his articles and letters 
in the newspapers on various problems of 
international politics were always looked for 
and eagerly read. He recently broadcast the 
first of a series oí talks on international 
affairs from the Dublin radio station. Whee 
the Italian offensive against. Abyssinia began 
Mr. Waller defended the Ethiopians in many 
letters, which appeared in the /rish Times 


deal of sympathy for the oppressed nation. 
Throughout his life the wish to enter the 
Church. remained with Mr. Waller, and as 
was ordained deacon and priest in 1931, in 
which year he won the Divinity Testimonium 
in Trinity College. He was appointed curate 
of Holy Trinity Church, Rathmines, where 
he ministered until February last, when he 
became Incumbent of the United Parishes of 
Clondalkin and Tallaght. 
The funeral will take place at Clondalkia 
at noon to-morrow. 


AN APPRECIATION BY A 
FRIEND 


Waller has removed from our midst a man 
of great ability and rare personal charm. 
Those who knew him best had no doubt that 
a career of promise lay before him im the 
Chureh whose ministry he had decided, later 
in life than most men, to enter. As one 
who was privileged to know him intimately 
and to seé much of his work in Jater years, 
I am glad to be able to pay this tribute 
of respect to his memory. 

Though for some years his health had not 
been of the best, yet he never spared himself, 
and in the parish of Holy Trinity, Rathmines, 
where he had spent almost the whole of his 
short ministry of five and a half years, he left 
a. mark that will not soon be effaced. To 
know him was to love him, for he bad just 
those qualities that will always attract. <A 
genuine humility, a sincerity of purpose, a 
strong sense oF duty—-these made Bolton 


Waller the man he was. And with them was 
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Parish, to which he had been appointed a 
short five months ago—where‘ his passing 
will be marked as the passing of a real 
friend, 

But it was for his work in connection with 
the League of Nations that he was better 
known to the world outside. He was a 
staunch supporter of what he regarded* as the 
best piece of Christian effort to secure world 
peace that so far man had been able to 
devise. Those of us who listened to his 
recent broadcast from Dublin on- “ What's 
Wrong with the World?’’- must have ad- 
mired his outspoken criticism of the weak- 
ness of the nations who had failed to keep 
faith with Abyssinia. ; 

Even if there were not a few who would 
not agree with him, at least all must have 
felt that here was a man who knew what 
to say and had the courage to say it; and 
somehow one. felt that he would go on say- 
ing it and in the end would be right. For 
he was quick to mark down injustice and to 
call it by its proper name. Indeed, he had 
the qualities of a true statesman in this réspect. 
No question of expediency or face-saving 
could ever make him swerve a hair’s breadth 
from the straight and narrow path. And 
when he wrote or spoke in public on such 
questions his words always commanded 
respect. 

As a student in Trinity, he had a brilliant 
career. I did not know him then, but there 
was no doubt that his culture and scholarship 
were of a high order. ‘‘ Reading maketh a 
full man,” and Bolton Waller was a fall man 
m the truest sense, There was none of the 
narrow: tv ofthe mere book. schelar 
about: him: “What he had read he made his 
own. His quiet, unobtrusive manner, 
iNuminated by unexpected flashes of humour, 
was the outcome of a mature mind, stored 
with much knowledge, and not 
knowledge of human nature.. 

He loved his country as he loved his 
Church, amd both are the poorer for his 
passing. But he has succeeded, by what he 
was, in leaving behind him in the hearts of 
his friends a memorial more lasting than 
bronze. ¥

‘Quist is a man with a.power- 
ful wrist, and soon he realised that the 
only way to stop Austin’s advances was to 
hit the ball hard on both wings.

Quist 
made him run about from side to side with 
a fine and varied attack, and, making a 
great recovery, he won at 6-4 a set which he 
seemed almost certain to lose.

WHERE GERMANY'S 
HORSES ARE RAISED

AST PRUSSIA, in the north-east portion 
3 of Germany, is the country of the horse. 
A visitor to East Prussia will be 
pleasantly struck with the hearty hospitality 
accorded to him by the people of this region. 
The warm reception given to strangers has 
become a well-earned by-word, and taken 
together with the natural beauty of the land- 
scape, has made of East Prussia, once the 
neglected step-child of foreign tourists, one of 
the favourite spots in Europe, both for 
Germany and foreign travellers. This applies 
to Insterburg, the home of horse-back riding, 
and to Trakehnen, the horses’ paradise and 
the site of Prussia’s principal horse-breeding 
establishment, 


WHY EAST PRUSSIA? 


The first question generally asked is how 
it happens that East Prussia is so especially 
suitable for the raising of horses. ‘The fact 
is that there are certain conditions to be found 
there which have made possible the producing 
of a breed of horses which are hardly any- 
where in the world surpassed in strength and 
beauty. The air of East Prussia is sharp and 
its climate is severe—these two factors go 
towards making the horses hardy and tough, 
and a third is the character of the pasture 
and grazing land. A hot summer and a cold 
winter give the animals endurance and rugged 
health, which is all the more important a 
cause such a large proportion eventually are 
transported to other regions and other 
climates: both within Europe aad in foreign 
countries. 


HOW TRAKEHNEN BEGAN 


The principal horse-breeding establishment 
at Trakehnen was founded by King Frederick 
William I, of Prussia, with the idea and pur- 
pose of bringing under cne management ali the 
various breeding farms which were scattered 
throughout Prussia. 

Therefore, according to the incorporation 
certificate of Trakehnen, dated in 17562, over 
1,000. breeding horses had been transferred 
to that place, so that the establishment is 
somethimg over 200 years old. The famous 
Trakehnen horse was bred from the little 
Kast. Prussian farm horse mixed with Anglo- 
Arabic and English thoroughbred stock. ‘lhe 
prime object of Trakehnen from the very 
beginning was to develop a high-grade cavalry 
horse. ‘The breeding of remounts required 
thoroughbred stock, and the quality of the 
animals raised at Trakehnen was never allowed 
te deteriorate, but was constantly being im- 
proved by the introduction of new blood. 

A tour of the breeding farm will show the 
beauty of place, while the horses to be seen 
there have, in many cases, names which are 
known to horsemen the world over. 
Although the Russians demolished some of 
the buildings during their occupation of East 
Prussia in 1914-15, of which one is reminded 
by the remnant of the mile-stone erected there 
by Napoleon I., when he passed’ through on 
his way to Moscow, still, generally speaking, 
the impression one gets of Trakehnen is that 


An attractive feature are the paddocks, 
where, from two to three stallions are always 
kept during the warm weather. In winter, 
all the stallions are kept in the large main 
stables. 


BREED CHARACTERISTIC 


The expert horseman praises the Trakehnen 
horse for his well-proportioned body, the 
sharp outlines of the head, the well-developed 
withers, the deep chest, indicative of good 
lungs, the tough, yet elastic back, the 
muscular crop, shanks, and fetlocks. The 
whole contour is well-defined, and covered 
with a tightly-fitting hide, so that joints and 
muscles are plainly visible under it. This is 
particularly true of the nozzle, where bones 
and sinews are distinctly seen under the skin. 
The amount of attention and care given by 
the German Government to its horse-breeding 
farms is bgp directed to the male 
animals. For example, all young stallions, 
before they are bred, are thoroughly broken 
to saddle at the Zwioa stallion training 
farm at Insterburg. This breaking and 
training period usually lasts about fifteen 
months. hen a very careful selection is 
made of the best animals for breeding pur- 
poses, which accounts for the versatility for

As riding 
horses, the Trakehnen-bred animals are par- 
ticularly highly thought of. Whereas the 
stallions are for the most part kept at the 
disposal of the State most of the high-bred 
mares are possessed by peasant farmers, 
where they are used for agricultural purposes. 

The exercising grounds, where equestrian 
tournaments and contests are held is at 
Insterburg, in East Prussia, and has the 
reputation of being the best and the hardest 
equestrian training ground in Germany, and 
it promises soon to be the best establishment 
of its kind anywhere in the world. 


A feature which contributes much to these 
grounds was the diverting of the little 
mountain stream of Angerapp, so that this 
now flows almost all around the grounds and 
affords good lays for water-jumps in the 
steeplechase exercises. All obstacles, hurdles, 
etc., at Insterburg are natural. The grounds 
underwent their final improvements in 1933- 
1934, and are now in perfect shape. At the 
entrance is a bronze statue of an East Prussia 
brood mare, anJ a little further on is the 
SET gi: so placed that the spectators 
vave the afternoon sun at their backs when 
the principal events are going on. These 
tournament grounds of Insterburg-Trakehnen 
are quite close to the little military and 
peasant town of Insterburg, which is the 
centre-point of East Prussian horse-raising 
as well as that of horse-back riding. There 
is nothing artificial about 
grounds, Everything: is as nature made it, 
and everything is sdentid to horses and to 
riding. Here at Insterburg one can see 
systematic equestrian sport and real horse- 
manship, far removed from the equine acro-

batics of the vaudeville stage and from mere 
circus riding. 
The laying-out of the grounds was begun in 
1919. The steeplechase course and the other 
fields are located adjacent to the Trakehnen 
Hunt and Racecourse, which is about 45 kilo- 
meters distant from Insterburg. To-day the 
location, the nature of the ground, and the 
general surroundings are considered by, 
experts to be ideal, if not, indeed, classic. 


THE EQUESTRIAN 
TOURNAMENTS 


Every year at Ascension-tide is held the 
East Prussian Riding ‘Yournament, to which 
is associated the annual cavalry tournament, 
and the two have almost the character of an 
annual riding test. ‘These events furnish an 
opportunity of examining and observing the 
breeds of horses which go to make up the 
cavalry quota and to study the possibilities of 
improvement. 

In September of every year (in 1956, 
September 19-27) there is an International 
tiding ‘Tournament, known as Insterburg- 
Trakehnen Week, which is patronised by ail 
the principal breeding stables in the Reich, 
as well as by many from abroad. ‘the 
Olympic Games this’ year will bring a large 
number of foreign visitors to “his autumn’s 
tournament. Insterburg-Trakehnen constitutes 
the show-window of East Prussian horse- 
breeding—Trakehnen as the place which prov 
duces. the best horses, and Insterburg the 
place where these horses can show their 
high qualities.
